TOPS System Unveiled for Newsmen 


OUTHERN PACIFIC’S $22 
million TOPS project — the 
largest and most advanced com- 
puter system in the railroad in- 
dustry —was unveiled for the first. 
time to representatives of the news 
media at a press conference in San 
Francisco on November 12. 
Reporters from top national 
magazines, the wire services and 
newspapers and from Bay Area 
radio and TV stations learned 
that before the end of December 
the huge TOPS system will be 


operating “‘in real time” over 
more than half of Southern Pa- 
cifie’s 14,000-mile railroad net- 
work, seven months ahead of 
schedule. 

Answering questions for news- 
men were President B. F. Biag- 
gini, and F, G. Rodgers, president 
of the Data Processing Division of 
International Business Machines 
Corporation. 

“TOPS will give us, in effect, 
an astronaut’s eye view of what 
is happening over the entire rail-

road,” Mr. Biaggini said. 

“Qur objective, in developing 
TOPS, is to find ways to improve 
service to shippers and the con- 
suming public,” he declared, “and 
to provide the kind of new effi- 
ciency in railroad service our 
growing area will need in the 
future. 

“Our people will have better 
control over the whole, wide range 
of day-to-day railroad operations, 
through TOPS,” the president 
added. “All levels of management 
will get the timely information 
needed to speed up service, know 
where everything is, increase the 
capacity and utilization of our 
billion-dollar fleet of cars and lo- 
comotives, and streamline paper 
work.” 

TOPS (Total Operations Proc- 
essing System), is being developed 
in a joint Southern Pacific-IBM 
research project which began in 
1960. It is centered on two big 
computers located at San Fran- 
cisco. (Continued on page 4)

Linked to the computers, 
mostly over Southern Pacific’s 
microwave network, will be 450 
reporting units at 325 strategic 
points across the United States. 

“It will be one of the world’s 
most advanced uses of comput- 
ers,” Mr, Rodgers pointed out, “in 
terms of complexity and scope of 
application.” 

The extensive system is de- 
signed to handle nearly 300 dif- 
ferent kinds of transactions, each 
of which results in an average of 
100 accesses to and changes in 
computer files. 

“In less than three seconds, the 
computers will process an inquiry 
from any of the 450 reporting de- 
vices and respond with the latest 
status report and location of any 
car or train on the railroad,” Mr. 
Rodgers added. 

TOPS is now at work at 107 
points in California, Oregon, Ne- 
vada and Utah, with over 165 re- 
porting devices, and it has reached 
Yuma, Arizona. 

“Tt is already improving cus- 
tomer service and giving shippers 
immediate car location reports,” 
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Mr. Biaggini said. “We've been 
able to accelerate the cutover 
schedule, because of the ease with 
which the system is being installed 
after the extensive advance train- 
ing we are giving our people.” 
TOPS will reach El Paso by 
Christmas. By the end of next 
summer, the system will cover all 
of the Company’s rail lines via 
its 5,606-mile microwave net- 
work — the largest private com- 


munications network of its kind 


in the world. Company offices in 
25 off-line cities will also be tied 
in to TOPS. 

When it reaches its full geo- 
graphical range, TOPS will reflect 
the current or “real time” status 
of every major physical element 


involved in the operation of the . 


railroad: each train, yard, indus- 
try service area, and each locomo- 
tive, car, caboose and train crew. 
It will be keeping tabs on some 
2,300 locomotives and 93,000 


freight cars of all ownerships on 


line on a given day. 

Further refinements to TOPS, 
scheduled through 1971, will de- 
velop many more programs for 


customer information, car distri- 
bution, operating performance 
studies, and accounting processes. 

Electronic access to TOPS’ 
information files will be through 
reporting devices using type- 
writer-like keyboards, high-speed 
punched card transmission, or

television-like display screens at 
major.customer-inquiry centers. A 
number of these units are already 
in service. The system will moni- 
tor for accuracy all information it 
receives. 

For example, the TOPS com- 
puter can raise a question if a car 
assigned to one location turns up 
on a car report as being some- 
where else, It can check its file on 
car SP 123456, after a given 
period of time; and ask the yard, 
in effect, “Why the delay in mov- 
ing this car to its next assign- 
ment?” 

It can also check a car number 
against its up-to-date file of valid 
numbers for all cars in service 
on railroads in the U.S., Canada 
and Mexico, challenging a non- 
existent or duplicate number. 

Tt will also question at once 
any reported car location or ac- 
tivity not logically following in- 
formation on file. A car last heard 
from in Avondale, Louisiana, for 
example, cannot suddenly show 
up in Medford, Oregon, without 
a challenge. 

The two central computers in 
San Francisco are among the 
largest presently available from 
IBM. In order to perform TOPS 
jobs, each computer executes an 
average of a half-million instruc- 
tions a second as it processes, in- 
tegrates and maintains detailed 
current records on every signifi- 
cant operational event occurring 
on the railroad. 

One of these computers will 
process TOPS’ nearly 300 “real- 
time” applications; the other will 
serve on a stand-by basis and will 
store data to be used for a wide 
range of management reports. 

About 600-man-years of devel- 
opment work have been invested 
by Southern Pacific and IBM in 
the $22 million information net- 
work to date, and the TOPS team 
presently includes about 200 spe- 
cialists from the two companies.

Reid Named Senior Vice President; 
McLean Will Head Treasury Dept. 


John B. Reid, vice president 
and treasurer of Southern Pacific 
since 1956, has been appointed 
senior vice president in the Execu- 
tive Department at San Francisco, 
effective December 1. 

Named to succeed him was 
Robert J. McLean, assistant vice 
president and assistant treasurer. 

Reid, a native of Watertown, 
N.Y., joined Southern Pacific in 
1943 as assistant to the vice presi- 
dent in charge of finance, after he 
held financial positions with the 
National Commercial Bank & 
Trust Company at Albany, N.Y., 
and the National City Company 
and Columbia Gas & Electric 
Corp., both of New York City. He 
was named vice president in 1953, 
the position he held until 1956 
when he became vice president 
and treasurer. He transferred from 
New York to San Francisco three 
years later. 

Reid is a graduate of Rensselaer 
Polytechnic Institute and of the 
Harvard Graduate School of Busi- 
ness Administration. He also 
serves as a director and member of 
the finance committee for Trailer- 
Train Company; a director and 
member of the executive commit- 
tee of the St. Louis Southwestern 


Railway Co.; and director and 
treasurer of the Northwestern Pa- 
cific Railroad Company. He is a 
member of the Bankers Club of 
America and the University Club, 
both of New York; and of the 
Stock Exchange Club in San 
Francisco. 

McLean will assume overall ju- 
risdiction of the Treasury Depart- 
ment for Southern Pacific and its 
subsidiaries. He joined the Com- 
pany’s Law Department in 1947 
at New York and was transferred 
te San Francisco and appointed 
general attorney in 1959 with pri- 
mary responsibility in the field of 
corporate finance. He was named 
assistant vice president and assist- 
ant treasurer in 1962.

HE RENO-SPARKS Area of 
Nevada is rapidly becoming 
one of the West’s key warehousing 
and distribution centers, thanks 
in large measure to Southern Pa- 
cific’s industrial development ef- 
forts combined with the area’s 
own natural advantages. 

Within the past six years, 33 
major warehouses with a total of 
nearly two million square feet of 
storage space “under roof” have 
located along Southern Pacific’s 
main line through Sparks, just 
east of Reno, All are regular users 
of our rail and/or piggyback 
service. 

Three more huge warehouses 
are under construction and due 


for completion in the near future. 
They will add another 800,000 
square feet to the area’s total. 

These facilities represent a total 
investment of more than $13 mil- 
lion. The list of firms using them 
reads like a roster of the nation’s 
top manufacturers and distribu- 
tors of such products as groceries, 
rugs, pharmaceuticals, specialty 
items, chemicals, plumbing fix- 
tures, luggage, television sets, 
typewriters and books. 

The Reno-Sparks area is ideally 
located with respect to all major 
West Coast markets. For example, 
a store owner in Central Califor- 
nia or in the Los Angeles or San 
Francisco Bay Areas can phone 
an order to a warehouse in Sparks 
or Reno on Tuesday and have 
the material on hand ready for 
delivery to his customer on Wed- 
nesday. Store owners in the 
Pacific Northwest receive second- 
morning delivery. 

Excellent transportation facili- 
ties, including Southern Pacific’s 
rail, truck and piggyback service, 
help make all this possible. 

Supplementing the area’s natu- 
ral advantages of strategic loca- 
tion and dry climate (ideal for 
warehousing), Nevada grants 
property tax exemptions on goods

in transit that are stored, assem- 
bled, fabricated or otherwise proc- 
essed within the state for distri- 
bution outside of it, This so-called 
“free-port” law went into effect 
in 1962. 

It has brought substantial sav- 
ings to firms locating in the area. 
For example, one carpet firm esti- 
mates that it has been saving 
about $75,000 a year in inventory 
taxes since it moved its warehous- 
ing facilities from the San Fran- 
cisco Bay Area to the Reno- 
Sparks Area. 

About six years ago, Southern 
Pacific retired a no-longer-needed 
Company stock corral and some 
adjacent land along our right-of- 
way at Sparks, making about 15 
acres of prime property available 
for development. 

Working with local business- 
men and city officials and making 


use of its own nationwide traffic _ 


offices, Southern Pacific sought 
out interested firms and began:lo- 


cating them on this :property. - 
There aré now 10 large ‘ware- 
houses on the 15-acre ‘site with ~

about 450,000 square feet of stor- 
age space “under roof.” 

“The morning after one of these 
warehouses opened for business,” 
says O. G. Linde, manager of in- 
dustrial development, “there were 
five carloads of transcontinental 
traffic spotted on its spur track. 
And there has been at least one 
new car a day on that spur track 
ever since.” 

Southern Pacific is leasing its 
former machine and erecting shop 
at Sparks — about 80,000 square 
feet of space — to the Pacific 
Freeport Warehouse Company. 
The shop, built for use during the 
steam era, is no longer needed un- 
der today’s operating conditions. 

The company has developed the 
sturdy shop building into a mod- 
ern, attractive and efficient ware- 
house, patronized by a number of 
nationally-known firms — all car- 
load shippers, 

Within the past two years, 
Southern Pacific has purchased 
171 more acres of property in 


- the Reno-Sparks Area, 51 of 


which are already committed.

Nearing completion on this land 
is the Rexall Drug Company’s 
162,000-square-foot warehouse 
(big enough to house three football 
fields). Construction of other 
warehouses on the newly-acquired 
acreage is expected to start in the 
near future, and several firms lo- 
cated earlier are planning to build 
additions to their buildings. 

Our Company has also helped 
various firms locate on private 
land adjacent to our right-of-way. 
One of these is the S. S. Kresge 
Company, now building a huge, 
453,000-square-foot warehouse 
to serve as its distribution center 
for the entire West Coast. 

In a new development related 
to warehousing, two firms in 
the Reno-Sparks Area have an- 
nounced plans to start manufac- 
turing. A carpet mill will make 
rugs, and a drug firm will make 
aerosol for use in conjunction with 
its nationally-advertised hair con- 
ditioners. 

While the Reno-Sparks Area, 
with a population of about 100,- 
000 is the most heavily populated 
in Northern Nevada, several other 
towns and cities along our main 
line also show promise for indus- 
trial development. Our traffic men 
are calling this potential te the 
attention of firms throughout the 
country, making use of Southern 
Pacific’s new “Guide to Sites for 
Industry in Northern Nevada and 
Utah.” A recent advertisement, 
reproduced on this page, also 
points out the advantages of locat- 
ing a plant or a warehouse in 
Nevada. 

In promoting that state’s devel- 
opment, Southern Pacific is con- 
tinuing.a tradition begun when it 
brought the first railroad to Ne- 
vada 100 years ago. Our Company

is still one of the state’s largest 
employers and its second largest 
taxpayer ($2.3 million last year). 

Lloyd 8S. Stitt, district freight 
and passenger agent at Reno, has 
been an active participant in the 
development of the Reno-Sparks 
Area since he was transferred to 
Nevada in 1958. He retired on No- 
vember 30 after 46 years of South- 
ern Pacific service. 

“I think we can look for twice as 
much growth in the Reno-Sparks 
Area in the next five years as we’ve 
already seen,” he said. “I’ll be 
making my home here and watch- 
ing this area grow.”

Unique Program in Watts 


Kids Enlisted in School Safety Drive 


At Markham Junior High School 
in Watts, Calif., near the heart of 
Los Angeles, the students — in 
cooperation with the local com- 
munity and Southern Pacific — 
are involved in an exciting new 
approach to the problem of keep- 
ing children from using railroad 
property and equipment as a 
“dangerous playground.” 

Some youngsters at Watts in 
the past, as children do every- 
where trains are run, have flirted 
with danger by climbing aboard 
boxcars, tampering with switches, 
throwing rocks at moving trains, 
placing objects on tracks, tres- 
passing, and vandalizing railroad 
property, Because the school is 
adjacent to the railroad, the prob- 
lem has been a difficult one, with 
no easy answers. 

Then a few months ago, follow- 
ing several -meetings between con- 
cerned city and school officials and 
‘Southern Pacific representatives, 
a-fresh new idea surfaced. Why 
not make the youngsters partners 
‘in the problem, and ask them to 
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help find answers? 

Working together on this proj- 
ect were Miss Joyce Peyton, as- 
sistant counselor at the school, 
who acted as coordinator; Donald 
W. Rector, supervisor of safety 
and driver instruction for the Los 
Angeles City Schools; and South- 
ern Pacific’s Phil Healy, a veteran 
safety supervisor and an experi- 
enced teacher. 

“We asked the boys and girls to 
write skits dealing with junior 
high students and the dangers of 
playing around a railroad,” Healy 
says, “and they came up with some 
really imaginative ones — pin- 
pointing the problem areas.” 

For example, one skit has to do 
with some boys threatening to 
throw rocks at boxcars on a siding. 
One of the girls says, “If -you get 
to throwin’, man, my heels’ll get 
to clickin’.” The boys throw the 
rocks, anyway, and the rocks sail 
over the boxcars, striking some of 
their friends on the other side, 
injuring them. 


The skits point out a moral, but. -, 


do not moralize. 

Four of the best “playlets” were 
acted out, with a railroad back- 
ground, and were photographed, 
step by step, with a color slide 
camera. These slides will be syn- 
chronized with the taped voices of 
the youngsters acting out the roles 
they have written, and the 15- 
minute sound-slide presentation 
— entitled by the students, “Rock

My Soul” — scheduled for com- 
pletion next month, will be shown 
to schools throughout the Los An- 
geles area. Later on, black and 
white photos of the project will be 
prepared for a “work book” to be 
used by school teachers, 

This project is part of South- 
ern Pacific’s continuing program 


to educate children everywhere to 
the dangers of playing around the 
railroad. Especially active on this 
program, in addition to the Safety 
Department, is the Police Depart- 
ment, whose officers visit schools 
in their territories on a regular 
basis to talk to the children and 
warn them of the hazards involved. 


B. F. Biaggini Calls Railroads: 


“One of Nation's Safest Places to Work” 


American railroads can be 
proud of their long record of prog- 
ress in both employe and public 
safety, President B. F. Biaggini 
told the 56th National Safety 
Congress meeting in Chicago re- 
cently. 

But they can never be satisfied 
with a safety record “as good as 
last year or the year before” until 
those records are perfect, he said 
in a keynote address to the Con- 
gress’ Railroad Section. As one 
means of achieving this, the Presi- 
dent urged better policing of auto- 
rail crossings and more education 
of the public as to proper crossing 
procedures. 

Noting that railroading 70 years 
ago was considered one of the most 
hazardous occupations, Mr. Biag- 
gini called the industry today 
“one of the safest work environ- 
ments in the nation” because of 
the billions of dollars railroads 
have poured into improving meth- 


ods and equipment. 

He pointed out that Southern 
Pacific’s employe safety program 
seeks to impress each new employe 
with the importance of working 
safely. At the same time, he said, 
the Company believes in building 
worker confidence by having the 
employe understand that if he 
does get hurt, the railroad will pro- 
vide him with the best medical 
service, take care of his financial 
needs, and then follow through 
with close attention to the most 
complete rehabilitation possible. 

Southern Pacific recently won 
the E. H. Harriman Memorial 
silver medal for its outstanding 
1967 employe safety record.

SPPL Builds Across Bay 


Southern Pacific Pipe Lines, 
Inc. is currently constructing 
pipelines from the Martinez-Rich- 
mond area through Oakland and 
across San Francisco Bay to Bris- 
bane and San Francisco Interna- 
tional Airport. Oakland Interna- 
tional Airport. may also be served 
at a later date. 

The project, which will cost 
about $10.5 million, involves 
building 64 miles of 12-inch, 26 
miles of 10-inch and 8 miles of 


8-inch pipeline with multiple 
pumping facilities and a commer- 
cial terminal at Brisbane, com- 
plete with storage tanks, meter- 
ing facilities and truck loading 
racks. 

A highway overpass from Bay- 
shore Highway across Southern 
Pacific’s main line and yard tracks 
is being built to provide access to 
the Brisbane termina] for oil com- 
pany trucks. 

With the completion of this 


project, SPPL’s pipeline system 
will include more than 2,445 miles 
of lines extending from Los An- 
geles and Ei Paso into the con- 
suming areas of southern Cali- 
fornia and central Arizona, from 
the Martinez-Richmond and San 
Francisco Bay areas to Chico and 
Reno, from Bakersfield to Fresno, 
and from Portland to Eugene, 
Oregon.
